U In our modern civilization we all live on 
business. Such are the complexities of life that 
life can he sustained only by organized effort 
This organized effort is business.

Ho without business unless we substitute for i 
some other form of organization, and thus far 
human ingenuity has devised no other form of 
organization that will work, because all others 
have lacked the incentive to effort based upon 
human ambition. 
Hence every 
individual, 


whether employer or employe, is as interested 
in business as he is in his own life.

the reasonable and fair protection of business is 
of concern to even.- citizen equal to his concern 
for the other individual rights essential to hu-

Politics constantly raises false issues be- 


tween what some politicians term "individual 
ri"hts" and "business rights." 
This is because 


business wrongs tend to encroach upon individ- 
ual rights, including the. rights of fair business. 
The result of indiscriminate criticism has been 
to create prejudice against all business. The as- 
.ailants of business lose sight of the fact that 
business rights are individual rights. They are 
'.mon« the'most important individual rights. It 
is business wrongs, not business rights, that are 
bad. 
, 


It always falls to the middle group, the sound 


progressives, to defend business 
rights. 
They 


defend business rights because of all individual 
rights, the right of business probably is most es- 
sential to progress, and to life itself. 


On the one hand the sound progressives 


must defend business rights against the attacks 
of radicals, visionaries, revolutionists, 6r failures 
who. because of prejudice, ignorance or sheer 
deviltry are hostile to all business. 


On the other hand, the sound progressives 


must defend business rights from that small 
croup of reactionaries who interpret business 
rights as the right to do anything in the name 
of business, no matter at what injury to other 
individual rights, including the rights of fair 
business. 
This is the job of the Forty-four conference. 


In its conception and in its development thus far, 
it stands for human rights, includinglhe individ- 
ual rights of business. Because it has assumed 
this position it has captured the attention of the 
state. 
It is growing stronger in the ' popular 


mind from day to day. It will continue to in- 
crease in strength and popularity as long as the 
wisdom of its leaders and participants holds to 
the broad theory that public service has to do 
with the widest and most equal distribution of 
opportunities and the fairest administration of 
human rights.
